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MCV  Board  Loses  Barton,  Bemiss 

The  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
will  lose  two  of  its  most  active  and  interested  members  in  July. 
According  to  the  state  law,  Robert  T.  Barton,  Jr.  and  Samuel 
M.  Bemiss  are  ineligible  for  reappointment. 

Mr.  Barton  became  a  member  of  the  Board  in  December,  1928. 
Since  1949  he  has  also  been  chairman  of  the  executive  committee. 
In  this  capacity  he  follows  in  the  footsteps  of  his  father,  who 
was  chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  University  College  of  Medicine 
from  1904  until  1910. 

In  recognition  of  his  twenty-five  years  of  service  to  the  College, 
Mr.  Barton  was  presented  with  a  gold  key  when  he  gave  the 
Founders'  Day  address  last  December. 

Mr.  Barton  is  a  Richmond  attorney  and  past  president  of  the 
Virginia  State  Bar  Association.  During  World  War  II  he  held 
the  rank  of  colonel  in  the  Air  Corps. 

Mr.  Bemiss  was  appointed  to  the  Board  in  1943  and  has  acted 
as  vice-chairman  of  the  executive  committee.  His  father,  E.  L. 
Bemiss  was  also  a  member  of  the  Board  from  1903  until  1924. 

A  prominent  corporation  executive,  Mr.  Bemiss  is  also  chair- 
man of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Atlantic  Rural  Exposition, 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Virginia  State  Library, 
a  trustee  of  the  Richmond  Memorial  Hospital,  and  president  of 
the  Virginia  Historical  Society. 

The  MCV  Board  of  Visitors  is  a  "working"  Board.  The  rapid 
expansion  of  the  physical  facilities  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  and  of  its  services  to  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth 
are  due  in  large  measure  to  these  men,  and  to  all  who  have  given 
so  unselfishly  of  their  time  and  abilities  on  the  Board  of  Visitors.

For  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  much  will  rest  in  the 
coming  months  on  these  two  graduates  who  will  assume  posi- 
tions of  greater  service  to  the  institution. 

J.  Curtis  Nottingham  P'35  directed  the  reorganization  of 
the  Alumni  Office  in  1951  as  secretary  of  the  Association.  The 
businesslike  methods  he  introduced  and  the  economies  he  ef- 
fected, along  with  increased  support  from  the  alumni,  have  pro- 
duced a  sound  financial  condition  and  have  reduced  the  in- 
debtedness on  the  Alumni  House  S32,000.00  in  the  past  three 
years.

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Knowing  that  Dr.  Sanger  must  retire 
on  July  1,  1956,  the  Board  of  Visitors  by 
unanimous  vote  on  March  12  elevated  Dr. 
R.  Blackwell  Smith,  Jr.,  P'37,  dean  of 
pharmacy,  to  the  newly  created  office  of 
assistant  president.  Dr.  Smith  will  assume 
this  position  on  July  1,  1954. 

The  new  position  of  president  emeritus 
was  also  created  to  be  filled  by  Dr.  Sanger 
on  July  1,  1956,  according  to  the  plan  of 
the  Board  of  Visitors.  In  this  capacity 
Dr.  Sanger  will  be  in  charge  of  develop- 
ment. 

Although  the  action  of  one  board  can- 
not be  binding  on  another  board,  in  1956, 
it  is  planned,  announced  Samuel  M.  Be- 
miss,  chairman  of  the  committee  to  select 
Dr.  Sanger's  successor,  that  Dr.  Smith  will 
become  president  of  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  upon  Dr.  Sanger's  retirement. 

Before  these  arrangements  were  made, 
the  committee  consulted  with  department 
heads,  senior  physicians,  and  with  alumni. 

Dr.  Smith,  who  received  his  Ph.D.  de- 
gree in  the  medical  sciences  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago  in  1941,  also  earned  a 
master  of  science  degree  at  the  University 
of  Florida  in  1938,  and  a  B.S.  in  pharmacy 
at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  in 
1937. 

His  academic  honors  included  appoint- 
ment as  graduate  scholar  in  pharmacology 
at  the  University  of  Florida  and  university 


fellow  in  pharmacology  at  Chicago.  He  is 
a  member  of  Rho  Chi,  Sigma  Xi,  Phi 
Kappa  Phi,  Kappa  Psi,  and  an  honorary 
member  of  Phi  Delta  Chi. 

Before  his  appointment  at  MCV,  Dr. 
Smith  served  as  research  assistant  in  phar- 
macology at  the  University  of  Chicago  and 
as  a  pharmacologist  in  the  United  States 
Food  and  Drug  Administration,  becoming 
assistant  to  the  chief  of  the  division  of 
pharmacology  and  then  acting  chief  in 
1945. 

He  was  brought  back  to  MCV  in  1945 
as  assistant  dean  of  pharmacy.  Upon  Dean 
W.  F.  Rudd's  retirement  in  1947,  Dr. 
Smith  became  the  youngest  dean  of  phar- 
macy in  the  nation.  Since  1947  he  has 
also  been  associate  professor  of  pharma- 
cology and  consultant  in  pharmacology 
and  toxicology. 

Dr.  Smith  has  been  secretary  of  the 
council  of  the  Richmond  Area  University 
Center  since  1946  and  secretary  of  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  Foundation 
since  1949.  For  the  past  four  years  he  has 
been  a  member  of  the  committee  on  food 
protection,  National  Research  Council. 

He  has  served  on  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  American  Association  of 
Colleges  of  Pharmacy,  as  president  of 
Friends  of  Historical  Pharmacy,  and  as  a 
member  of  the  House  of  Delegates  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association. 


Not  all  of  Dr.  Smith's  hours  at  MCV 
have  been  spent  in  the  dean's  office  or  the 
classroom.  Vitally  interested  in  research, 
he  has  devoted  as  much  time  as  possible 
to  laboratory  work.  His  special  interest 
centers  around  research  on  additives  from 
the  toxicological  point  of  view.  Recently 
he  has  studied  insecticides  on  food  crops. 

Dr.  Smith  is  a  native  of  Petersburg.  His 
father  is  a  pharmacist  and  president  of 
Physicians'  Products  Company.  His  broth- 
er, W.  Roy  Smith,  a  member  of  the  Vir- 
ginia House  of  Delegates,  graduated  from 
the  MCV  School  of  Pharmacy  in  1941  and 
is  secretary-treasurer  of  the  pharmaceutical 
manufacturing  company. 

Although  Dr.  Smith  will  continue  as 
dean  of  pharmacy  until  1956,  Frank  P. 
Pitts,  professor  of  chemistry,  has  been 
appointed  assistant  dean  to  carry  on  the 
routine  work. 

Professor  Pitts  received  his  B.S.  and  his 
M.S.  in  chemistry  from  the  Virginia  Poly- 
technic Institute.  He  has  also  done  grad- 
uate work  in  teaching  at  the  University  of 
Virginia. 

Pitts  is  a  veteran  of  two  wars,  having 
served  overseas  seventeen  months  as  a 
gun  commander  in  France  in  World  War 
I  and  as  Detachment  Commander  for  the 
45th  General  Hospital  in  World  War  II. 
He  holds  the  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel  in 
the  Army  Reserves.

Robert  T.  Barton,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors,  Says 

The  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Medical 
College  is  gratified  with  the  favorable 
reaction  to  the  announcement  that  Dr. 
Robert  Blackwell  Smith  has  been  se- 
lected as  Assistant  President  with  the 
expectation  that  he  will  succeed  Dr.  W. 
T.  Sanger  upon  the  latter's  retirement 
in  1956. 

The  problem  of  finding  a  successor  to 
a  man  who  has  had  such  a  distinguished 
record  at  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia as  Dr.  Sanger,  was  not  an  easy 
one.  The  Board  of  Visitors  felt  that  it 
should  approach  the  problem  in  ample 
time  to  select  a  person  who  not  only  has 
the  necessary  qualifications  but  who  also 
can  become  familiar  with  his  duties 
prior  to  Dr.  Sanger's  retirement.  It  was 
believed  that  a  smooth  transition  would 
be  far  better  for  the  College  than  a  sud- 
den change  in  the  administrative  leader- 
ship. While  fresh  viewpoints  and  new 
ideas  are  desirable,  the  Committee 
charged  with  the  selection  of  a  successor 
to  Dr.  Sanger  was  of  the  opinion  that 
if  there  could  be  found  in  the  College 
a  qualified  man,  that  such  a  person's 
knowledge  of  the  College,  its  back- 
ground, and  environment  would  far 
out-weigh  the  imaginary  benefits  of 
newness. 

The  President  must  be  primarily  a 
good  administrator  and  executive,  will- 
ing to  delegate  responsibilities.  He  must 
also  be  a  diplomat  and  be  able  to  com- 
pose inevitable  differences  among  the 
College  personnel.  Much  of  the  pub- 
lic's opinion  of  a  College  is  formed 
from  its  contact  with  the  President,  so 
he  must  be  able  to  speak  and  present 
an  engaging  and  impressive  appearance. 
Dr.  Robert  B.  Smith  possesses  all  of 
these  needed  qualifications  to  a  remark- 
able extent.  The  Board  in  designating 
Dr.  Smith  as  Assistant  President  is  most 
happy  that  a  qualified  person  to  succeed 
Dr.  Sanger  was  found  in  the  College 
family.  The  present  Board  recognizes 
that  it  cannot  bind  a  future  Board  and 
that  when  Dr.  Sanger  retires  two  years 
from  now,  whether  or  not  Dr.  Smith 
will  be  elected  his  successor  will  be  the 
problem  of  the  then  Board.  The  present 
Board  has  confidence  that  as  Assistant 
President,  Dr.  Smith  will  continue  to 
demonstrate  his  qualifications  so  that 
there  will  be  no  question  of  the  action 
of  the  Board  in  1956.

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W.  T.  Sanger,  President,  Medical 
College  of  Virginia,  Says 

The  committee  of  our  Board  of  Visi- 
tors charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
selecting  an  assistant  president  to  work 
closely  with  me  during  the  next  two 
years,  found  after  a  short  interval  that 
the  name  of  Dr.  R.  Blackwell  Smith, 
Jr.,  was  mentioned  so  often  as  a  possi- 
bility that  the  final  choice  to  recom- 
mend to  the  full  Board  was  relatively 
easy  to  make. 

I  knew  Dr.  Smith  when  he  was  a  stu- 
dent here,  knew  something  of  his  grad- 
uate work  at  Florida  and  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  and  have  delighted 
in  my  association  with  him  since  his  re- 
turn to  MCV.  He  is  an  excellent  medi- 
cal scientist  and  has  had  good  educa- 
tional experience.  He  knows  Virginia 
and  the  southeast  thoroughly.  He  has 
a  wide  circle  of  friends  and  has  the  gift 
of  making  more.  He  has  also  shown 
strength  as  a  member  of  our  group  in 
important  work  with  the  General  As- 
sembly. During  the  next  two  years, 
Doctor  Smith's  youth,  warm  personality, 
and  keen  desire  to  develop  greater  ad- 
ministrative capacity  can,  I  feel,  be  ex- 
pected to  make  a  substantial  contribu- 
tion to  the  routine  and  planning  re- 
quired of  my  office.  This  joint  under- 
taking is  anticipated  with  satisfaction. 

I  also  look  forward  with  appreciation 
of  the  action  of  our  Board  to  the  op- 
portunity offered  beginning  July  1, 
1956  to  serve  at  our  institution  as  direc- 
tor of  development  broadly  construed. 
Freedom  from  other  administrative  de- 
tails should  enable  me  to  make  progress 
in  this  direction.

The  Alumni  Association  was  con- 
sulted by  the  Board  of  Visitors  from  the 
beginning  of  the  considerations  of  a 
possible  successor  to  Dr.  Sanger  until  a 
final  decision  was  reached. 

The  officers  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 


tion enthusiastically  endorsed  Dr.  R. 
Blackwell  Smith,  and  we  feel  that  the 
Board  of  Visitors  made  a  wise  selection. 

Charles  P.  Cardwell,  Hospital 
Director,  Says 

The  committee,  named  by  the  Board 
of  Visitors,  to  recommend  a  candidate 
for  the  newly  created  office  of  assistant 
president  was  given  a  most  important 
assignment  and  difficult  one.  The  deci- 
sion reached  by  this  committee  will 
probably  affect  the  future  of  our  institu- 
tion more  than  any  made  in  the  past 
quarter  of  a  century.  Not  only  the  posi- 
tion of  assistant  president  was  to  be 
filled  but  also  the  probable  successor  to 
the  president  in  1956.  It  is  not  easy  to 
succeed  one  who  has  done  a  magnificent 
job.  Certainly,  across  the  years  few,  if 
any,  in  this  country  can  match  Doctor 
Sanger's  record  of  achievement. 

The  choice  of  Dr.  R.  Blackwell  Smith 
to  fill  this  position  received  widespread 
acceptance  throughout  the  Hospital  Di- 
vision. We  feel  that  he  is  pre-eminently 
qualified  by  background,  training  and 
personality.  It  is  important  to  have 
someone  in  this  position  who  under- 
stands the  "climate"  in  which  our  hospi- 
tals operate.  Doctor  Smith  has  indicated 
his  desire  to  spend  enough  time  in  the 
various  hospital  departments  to  acquaint 
himself  with  the  complexity  of  our 
operation;  this  is  most  encouraging. 

From  a  purely  personal  viewpoint, 
the  Board's  choice  could  not  be  more 
acceptable.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
knowing  Doctor  Smith  intimately  for 
several  years.  Our  institution  is  indeed 
fortunate  in  having  in  its  midst  a  man 
so  peculiarly  endowed  with  the  qualities 
of  leadership  essential  to  success.  Every 
endeavor,  such  as  ours,  needs  friends. 
Doctor  Smith  has  won  and  will  continue 
to  win  friends  for  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia.  I  look  forward  with  keen 
anticipation  to  a  closer  association  with 
Doctor  Smith.  He  will  have  the  un- 
divided support  and  loyalty  of  everyone 
in  our  Hospital  Division.

The  November  1953  issue  of  The 
Scarab  carried  a  full  description  of 
MCV's  budget  requests  for  the  next  bien- 
nium,  namely,  the  two  fiscal  years  com- 
mencing July  1,  1954  and  July  1,  1955. 
These  requests  were  included  in  the  budg- 
et for  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia, 
submitted  to  the  General  Assembly  by 
Governor  Battle,  and  there  is  attached 
herewith  a  table  which  shows  the  amount 
actually  appropriated  by  the  General  As- 
sembly, as  compared  with  the  amounts 
requested  and  with  the  appropriations  for 
the  present  fiscal  year,  which  ends  June 
30,  1954.  In  addition  to  the  items  shown 
in  this  table,  the  College  received  the 
same  amounts  in  the  next  biennium  as  it 
did  in  this  biennium  for  scholarships  and 
loans,  namely,  $20,000  for  medical  rural 
scholarships,  $4,000  for  dental  scholar- 
ships, $2,000  for  nursing  scholarships, 
and  $1,000  for  the  student  loans. 

While  the  College  Division  did  not  re- 
ceive all  the  funds  requested,  the  amounts 
appropriated  were  considerably  larger 
than  those  we  received  this  fiscal  year  and 
will  enable  us  to  continue  operations  on 
substantially  the  same  basis  as  at  present 
and  make  some  advances.  The  increase  in 
funds  will  enable  the  College  to  put  into 
effect  on  July  1st,  the  revised  faculty 
scales  which  have  been  approved  by  the 
State.  These  much  needed  pay  increases 
will  enable  us  to  hold  and  attract  good 
instructors  in  our  various  schools.  An- 
other substantial  portion  of  the  additional 
funds  will  be  used  to  provide  the  increases 
in  salaries  authorized  by  the  State  for  per- 
sons in  classified  positions  (non-teaching 
personnel) .  Part  of  the  additional  funds 
will  be  required  for  maintenance  and 
operation  of  the  new  dental  building. 

The  additional  appropriations  for  the 
hospital  division  will  largely  be  used  for 
salary  adjustments.  During  the  present 
biennium,  practically  all  salary  scales  have 
been  revised  upwards  by  the  State  in  order 


to  keep  pace  with  the  scales  paid  for 
similar  services  elsewhere. 

We  were  surprised,  not  only  at  the 
failure  to  obtain  an  increase  in  the  amount 
requested  for  Post  Graduate  Education, 
but  actually  to  receive  a  smaller  appropria- 
tion than  was  made  for  this  biennium. 
We  feel  that  this  cut  must  have  been 
made  accidently,  as  the  Post  Graduate 
Program  has  been  most  successful  and 
beneficial.  In  fact,  we  will  try  to  make  up 
for  the  reduction  in  this  appropriation  by 
transfer  of  funds  from  other  sources  as 
we  do  not  wish  to  curtail  this  important 
work. 

One  new  item  was  included  in  the  ap- 
propriation, for  which  no  request  was 
made,  namely,  $13,000  a  year  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  mobile  psychiatric  clinic 
for  children  and  youths  who  are  wards  of 
the  State.    This  was  the  result  of  action

McCaw 
Tompkins  M'06,  was  a  member  of  the 
faculty  and  of  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

General  Tompkins  is  a  classmate  and 
friend  of  President  and  Mrs.  Eisenhower 
who  accepted  his  invitation  to  attend 
church  services  with  him  in  Richmond  on 
Mother's  Day. 


taken  on  House  Bill  No.  681  which  re- 
ceived much  favorable  support  in  the 
Assembly.  The  Bill  contemplated  an  ap- 
propriation of  $40,000  per  annum  and 
with  the  relatively  small  amount  appro- 
priated, it  will  not  be  possible  to  accom- 
plish more  than  a  fraction  of  what  was 
proposed.  It  should,  however,  enable  a 
start  to  be  made  in  this  important  field. 
The  act  directs  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  to  employ  a  psychiatrist  and  such 
other  persons  as  may  be  desirable  for  the 
clinic,  purchase  such  supplies,  equipment 
and  motor  vehicles  as  are  necessary,  and 
to  schedule  visits  at  regular  intervals  to 
institutions  to  examine,  diagnose  and  treat 
physical  and  mental  ailments.  The  serv- 
ices are  to  include  provisions  for  teaching 
students  and  to  constitute  recognized  op- 
portunities for  research. 

There  is  attached  another  table  showing 
the  amounts  appropriated  for  capital  out- 
lay as  compared  with  the  MCV  requests. 
Considering  the  extremely  limited  funds 
which  were  available  for  capital  outlay  ap- 
propriations for  all  State  institutions,  it 
is  felt  that  the  College  did  not  fare  badly. 
We  received  the  amount  requested,  $168,- 
000,  for  alterations  and  equipment  of 
McGuire  Hall  and  its  new  Annex  (now 
under  construction)  which  was  the  most 
urgent  need  in  the  college  division,  and 
we  received  $65,000  for  the  purchase  of 
land.  The  other  important  needs  of  the 
College,  including  the  building  for  doc- 
tors' offices  and  laboratories  and  the  stu- 
dent dormitory  with  the  attached  small 
apartments  for  married  students  and  jun- 
ior members  of  the  faculty,  will  neces- 
sarily have  to  be  deferred. 

As  far  as  the  hospital  division  is  con- 
cerned, we  were  able  to  obtain  an  item  of 
$230,000  which,  with  the  funds  appro- 
priated to  the  State  Department  of  Health, 
will  permit  the  construction  of  the  T.  B. 
Sanitarium  and  St.  Philip  Hospital,  North. 
The  T.  B.  Section  of  the  hospital  will  be 
completed,  but  the  four  floors  provided 
as  an  addition  to  St.  Philip  Hospital  will 
not  be  finished.  It  is  confidently  expected 
that  funds  for  completing  these  essential 
hospital  facilities  for  Negroes  will  be 
favorably  considered  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  General  Assembly.  The  funds  for 
remodeling  Cabaniss  Hall  kitchen,  $60,- 
000,  and  for  pharmacy  expansion,  $40,- 
000,  are  needed  largely  in  view  of  the 
contemplated  operation  of  the  new  T.  B. 
hospital.  An  item  of  $200,000  for  power 
house  expansion  will  provide  a  new,  mod- 
ern  boiler  for  the  central  power  plant. 
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This  is  required  for  heating  the  new  State 
office  building,  as  well  as  for  the  new  T.  B. 
hospital.  We  were  also  glad  to  obtain 
$20,000  for  correction  of  fire  hazards, 
as  this  will  enable  our  Buildings  and 
Grounds  Department  to  carry  out  the  rec- 
ommendations of  the  State  Fire  Marshal. 
The  fire  hazards  exist  mainly  in  the  older 
buildings  which,  when  constructed,  did 
not  conform  to  modern  fire  protection 
specification. 

Our  alumni  may  well  be  interested  in 
the  action  taken  on  legislation  sponsored 
by  MCV.  In  this  we  were  one  hundred 
per  cent  successful.  One  item  provides  for 
control  of  parking  on  MCV  property  by 
legislation  similar  to  that  now  in  effect  at 
the  State  Capitol  and  at  the  University  of 
Virginia  and  some  other  institutions  of 
higher  learning.  Another  item  provided 
for  some  needed  changes  in  the  laws  gov- 
erning our  charter.  Two  items  are  of  bene- 


fit to  all  institutions  of  higher  learning,  as 
well  as  MCV.  One  authorized  Boards  of 
Visitors  of  institutions  of  higher  learning, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  to 
sell  real  estate  acquired  by  deed  or  gift. 
This  general  law  will  prevent  the  necessity 
of  obtaining  specific  legislation  whenever 
it  is  desired  to  dispose  of  such  property, 
as  was  formerly  required.  The  other  gen- 
eral law  authorized  an  increase  in  interest 
rates  from  a  minimum  of  three  per  cent 
to  a  maximum  of  four  per  cent  on  revenue 
bonds  issued  for  the  construction  of  cer- 
tain facilities,  particularly  dormitories.  An- 
other item  of  legislation  simplified  and 
clarified  the  administration  of  the  re- 
quirements pertaining  to  medical  and  den- 
tal rural  scholarships.  On  the  hospital 
side,  helpful  legislation  was  obtained,  clar- 
ifying the  liability  and  reimbursement  of 
cost  of  hospitalization  of  indigents  under 
State  and  Local  Hospitalization  Program. 


The  good  results  obtained  in  both  ap- 
propriations and  legislation  are,  in  a  great 
part,  due  to  the  assistance  rendered  by  the 
Alumni  Association.  The  contacts  made 
by  the  alumni  with  the  members  of  the 
House  of  Delegates  and  the  State  Senators 
obviously  informed  them  as  to  our  needs, 
with  the  result  that  the  requests  of  the 
College  were  given  full  and  careful  con- 
sideration. We  were  particularly  pleased 
to  find  all  the  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  so  friendly  and  helpful.  They 
seemed  to  have  a  real  appreciation  of  what 
MCV  has  accomplished  and  what  it  was 
striving  to  do.  There  was  literally  no 
criticism,  but  only  praise  of  the  work  of 
MCV.  This  fine  attitude  is,  of  course,  a 
reflection  of  good  public  relations  which 
we  strive  so  hard  to  create  and  maintain 
and  which  is  aided  so  much  by  the  close 
affiliation  which  exists  between  the  alumni 
and  the  College.

The  growing  importance  of  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia  as  a  research  cen- 
ter was  demonstrated  in  a  recent  report 
made  by  General  W.  F.  Tompkins,  Comp- 
troller. Of  the  college's  $1,926,725  expen- 
ditures during  the  last  fiscal  year,  $547,- 
389  was  used  for  research  and  training 
projects. 

Miscellaneous  sources,  including  A.  D. 
Williams  Fellowships,  Baruch  Center  of 
Physical  Medicine  Research,  and  that  part 
of  endowment  funds  used  for  research, 
provided  $146,705  of  this  total.  The  rest 
came  from  federal  contracts  and  grants. 

Twenty-eight  projects  are  now  under 
way,  six  with  the  Army,  five  with  the 
Navy,  fifteen  with  the  United  States  Pub- 
lic Health  Service,  one  with  the  Atomic 
Energy  Commission,  and  one  with  the 
Veterans  Administration.

For  MCV  Alumni  a  highlight  of  the 
Commencement  Exercises  on  June  1  will 
be  the  awarding  of  honorary  degrees  to 
two  graduates  of  the  School  of  Medicine. 
Dr.  James  L.  Hamner  M'l6  of  Mann- 
boro,  Va.,  will  receive  an  honorary  master 
of  science  in  general  medicine  and  Dr. 
Randolph  Lee  Clark  M'32  of  Houston, 
Texas  will  be  granted  an  honorary  doctor 
of  science  degree. 

Dr.  Hamner  served  an  internship  at 
Grace  Hospital  following  his  graduation 
from  MCV.  After  three  years  in  the  Army 
Medical  Corps,  he  opened  his  office  for 
general  practice  in  1920  at  Mannboro. 

Dr.  Hamner's  many  professional  and 
civic  interests  are  well  known  in  Virginia. 
He  has  served  as  president  of  many  of 
the  medical  organizations  in  this  area,  in- 
cluding the  Medical  Society  of  Virginia, 
the  Virginia  Academy  of  General  Prac- 
tice, the  Fourth  District  Medical  Society 
of  Virginia,  and  the  Amelia  County  Medi- 
cal Society.  He  has  also  been  vice-president 
and  a  member  of  the  council  of  the  Tri-

Dr.  Hamner  is  a  member  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health.

He  is  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors  of  Piedmont  Sanatorium 
and  a  member  of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Virginia  Council  in  Health  and 
Medical  Care. 

For  many  years  Dr.  Hamner  edited  the 
department  of  general  practice  of  the 
Southern   Medical  and   Surgical  Journal.

He  is  consultant  in  general  practice  for 
Current  Medical  Digest. 

Dr.  Hamner's  diversified  interests  are 
further  demonstrated  by  his  service  as 
president  of  the  Board  of  the  Union  Bank 
and  Trust  Company,  as  chairman  of  the 
Amelia  County  and  Ninth  Senatorial  Dis- 
trict Democratic  Committee  since  1928, 
as  founder,  a  past  president,  and  director 
of  Amelia  County's  Beef  Growers  and 
Livestock  Association,  as  Commander  of 
the  local  Americal  Legion  Post,  and  as 
first  president  of  the  Amelia  Golf  Club. 
A  Mason,  he  is  also  active  in  the  Parent- 
Teachers  Association  and  in  his  church. 

Dr.  Hamner  finds  relaxation  from  his 
many  duties  by  fishing  and  hunting.  Farm- 
ing and  raising  Hereford  cattle  also  oc- 
cupy much  of  his  time. 

Dr.  Hamner  was  married  to  the  former 
Miss  Rebecca  J.  Sydnor  on  April  17,  1930, 
and  they  have  one  son,  James  Loving 
Hamner,  Jr. 

To  receive  his  degree  Dr.  Randolph 
Lee  Clark  M'32  will  travel  from  Houston, 
Texas,  where  he  is  director  and  surgeon- 
in-chief  of  the  University  of  Texas  M.  D. 
Anderson  Hospital  for  Cancer  Research, 
widely  recognized  as  America's  most  mod- 
ern cancer  station.  Dr.  Clark  not  only 
directs  its  triple  functions,  teaching,  re- 
search, and  patient  care,  but  was  also 
largely  responsible  for  this  new  hospital's 
existence. 

When  Dr.  Clark  became  director  of 
M.  D.  Anderson  Hospital  in  1946,  it  had 
only  fifteen  beds  and  its  research  was  car- 
ried out  in  what  had  been  a  stable.  There 


was  $1,750,000  available  for  building 
Dr.  Clark's  efforts  pushed  this  fund  above 
$8,000,000  before  construction  on  the 
new  hospital  was  under  way.  Dr.  Clark 
worked  closely  with  the  architects  and 
the  functional  concept  of  the  building 
incorporates  the  integration  of  the  hos- 
pital's basic  activities. 

Along  with  his  duties  as  medical  di- 
rector and  administrator  of  the  hospital, 
Dr.  Clark  is  professor  of  surgery  at  the 
University  of  Texas  Postgraduate  School 
of  Medicine,  Consultant  to  the  Surgeon 
General  of  the  U.S.  Air  Force,  and  Con- 
sultant to  the  medical  division  of  the 
Oak  Ridge  Institute  of  Nuclear  Studies 
at  Oak  Ridge,  Tenn.

He  is  also  head  of  the  successful  Medi- 
cal Arts  Publishing  Foundation  which  he 
started  in  partnership  with  R.  W.  Cum- 
ley,  former  Chicago  editor.  Their  first 
venture,  The  Cancer  Bulletin,  has  55,000 
subscribers  among  U.S.  doctors,  The  Psy- 
chiatric Bulletin  goes  to  37,000  subscrib- 
ers, and  The  Heart  Bulletin  to  70,000. 
The  newest  publication  edited  by  Dr. 
Clark  is  The  Book  of  Health,  a  medical 
encyclopedia  for  laymen. 

Following  his  graduation  from  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  Dr.  Clark 
served  his  internship  at  Garfield  Memorial 
Hospital  in  Washington,  D.  C.  He  did 
postgraduate  work  at  the  University  of 
Paris  Graduate  School  of  Medicine  while 
serving  as  Chief  Resident  Surgeon  at  the 
Americal  Hospital  in  Paris  and  received 
a  M.Sc.  in  surgery  from  the  University 
of  Minnesota  Graduate  School  of  Medi- 
cine in  1938. 

Dr.  Clark  was  chief  surgeon  at  the 
Shands  Clinic  in  Jackson,  Miss.,  until 
1942  when  he  entered  the  Medical  Corps 
of  the  U.S.  Air  Force.  Among  other  as- 
signments he  was  Chief  of  Surgery  at  the 
School  of  Aviation  Medicine  at  Randolph 
Field  and  organized  the  Surgical  Research 
for  the  Air  Force  Medical  Corps. 

In  explaining  why,  as  a  surgeon,  he 
was  willing  to  become .  administrator  of 
the  Anderson  Hospital  instead  of  con- 
tinuing in  private  practice  Dr.  Clark  said, 
"There  was  in  Houston  the  chance  to 
build  an  institution  comparable  to  any 
anywhere.  Surgery  and  cancer  go  together 
and  in  this  place  was  the  opportunity  to 
do  surgery  and  research  together,  to  be- 
come part  of  a  university  program  and 
at  the  same  time  to  become  part  of  the 
big  over-all  project  of  the  Texas  Medi- 
cal Center.  Like  many  other  physicians,  I 
realized  that  Texas  could  use  a  major  de- 
velopment in  medicine  and  I  liked  the 
idea  of  being  a  part  of  that  development." 
All  of  Dr.  Clark's  friends  know  that 
since  his  medical  school  days  he  has  been 
part  of  a  medical  team.  He  and  his  wife, 
Dr.  Bertha  Davis  M'32,  who  still  holds 
the  record  of  being  one  of  the  prettiest 
doctors  ever  graduated  from  MCV  have 
taken  all  of  their  training  together,  and 
with  the  exception  of  Dr.  Clark's  air  force 
days,  have  practiced  together.  Dr.  Davis 
is  now  a  practicing  anesthesiologist  in  the 
Texas  Medical  Center.

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia  won 
recognition  for  outstanding  achievement 
in  a  new  field  when  the  Virginia  Public 
Relations  Association  recently  awarded 
honorable  mention  to  MCV  for  its  public 
relations  program  during  the  past  year. 

The  college  was  cited  for  building  itself 
into  the  life  of  the  community  by  doing 
more  to  acquaint  people  with  what  is 
being  done  and  how. 

Miss  Thelma  Vaine  Hoke,  publications 
and  information  officer,  received  the  award 
for  the  institution  at  the  sixth  annual  ban- 
quet of  the  public  relations  association. 

The  top  honor  went  to  the  A.  H.  Robins 
Company  for  sponsoring  the  first  western 
hemisphere  conference  of  the  World  Med- 
ical Association  last  April,  when  represen- 
tation of  the  medical  profession  from  all 
over  the  western  hemisphere  republics 
were  brought  together  in  Richmond. 

The  presentation  was  made  to  E.  Clai- 
borne Robins  P'33,  president  of  the  Com- 
pany and  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  past  president  of  the  Alumni

For  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia, 
being  runner-up  to  the  A.  H.  Robins 
Company  actually  meant  that  the  two  or- 
ganizations shared  both  honors.

Em- 
ployee manuals,  historical  booklets,  re- 
cruitment materials,  and  similar  publica- 
tions also  originate  in  this  office,  along 
with  the  four  second-class  bulletins  which 
are  mailed  out  annually. 

No  attempt  is  made  to  channel  news 
about  the  college  through  one  office.  Re- 
porters receive  advance  notice  of  sched- 
uled events  from  Miss  Hoke.  In  the  emer- 
gency room  reporters  have  access  to  "po- 
lice blotter"  information,  but  beyond  that, 
reporters  must  get  any  additional  details 
from  the  physician  in  charge  of  the  case. 
Pictures  taken  of  patients  must  have  the 
consent  of  the  director  of  the  hospital  di- 
vision and  of  the  patient.  Reporters  are 
always  welcome  in  the  office  of  the  presi- 
dent, the  deans,  and  the  hospital  director. 

Employee  relations,  parent-student  rela- 
tions, and  community  relations  are  all  vital 
parts  of  MCV's  public  relations  program 
which  emphasizes  the  principle  that  "the 
people  of  any  organization,  or  institution, 
working  together  as  an  effective  team,  de- 
termine its  success  or  failure."
